SALONIKA, Mavedonia—At 5:30° p. 
m, on Friday, Aug, 8, it seemed that a 
second battle had commenced in the 
streets of Salonika. Two or three 
thousand Greek soldiers spent their stock 
of ammunition into the air, a battery of 
artillery crashed out and shook the walls 
of this jerry built Levantine town. 
this militant manner was peace cele- 
brated. | 

Rarely has a cessation of hostilities 
been so welcome to the belligerents. The 
days before the signature of the armistice 
were marked by fighting of unparalleled 
severity. Inaction on the Servian 
had enabled the Bulgarians to move 
heavy reinforcements against the ad- 
vancing Greeks, and for two days the 
result was in the balance. Finally, how- 
ever, the Hellenes pushed ahead again, 
and when the “cease-fire” sounded at 
Bucharest they were, as is evident from 
the positions held by the two armies, in 
an advantageous situation. 

Street firing is deplorable and danger- 
ous, but few were inclined to reprimand 
the soldiers on this occasion. Their “feu 
de joie” meant more than mere rejoicing 
at the sionature of peace; it Was an open 
declaration of their satisfaction that 
their ammunition might be wasted 
in the azure sky. With an empty box 
the war was really ended. Little wonder 
that happiness and contentment was ex- 
pressed in every face, and that these 
khaki-clad warriors made merry at the 
‘glad tidings which the telegraph had 
flashed from Bucharest.

Yet Open to Influence 


While the time is short for further 
influence upon-our government, it is not 
yet too late for the desires of the peo- 
ple, fairly expressed, to have some in- 
fluence upon the final result.

Probably no article of food is s0 wide- 
ly distributed, and used by so many 
people in this country, as Sugar. It has 
become one of the necessities Gf life. A 


very few people, mostly in Louisiana, 


raise sugar cane; and a somewhat large 
number are interested in raising beets, 
from which sugar may be obtained. 
They demand a tariff on their products, 
but their demand is hostile to the vote 
of a large majority of the people; and 
any tariff upon sugar would be a burden 
upon practically every person in the 
country. ; 

The evil of the old policy of protec- 
tion is well shown in this item of sugar. 
The benefit of the tariff on sugar is, ex- 
ceedingly small to any individual en- 
gaged in raising sugar cane or beets; 
but enormous profits have been made 


om those items which are used by a great 
gaajority of the people,

for the last_15 or 16 years, so as to secure 
the proper remedy for the evil conditions

While the rates on most fruits have been

law passed Aug. 5, 1909, now in force, |

on yes, limes, grape-fruit, shaddocks 
or, pomeles, one cent per pound.” 

The method of levying the amount to 
be~paid was changed from quantity to 
weight, probably with the idea that only 
a few er béing those specially inter- 
ested uld notice the great increase 
in the amount. This amount is so exces- 
sive, especially on lemons, that very few 
lemons are now imported. The California 
lemon growers have a practical monopoly 
and-contro! the price in the market; and 
this pri¢e is excessive, being usually the 
pfice of the foreign lemons with the tariff 
rate ‘added. 
~ A sttly of the matter shows that the 


} present tariff raised very much the duty 


on oranges, ete., and that the rate was 
raised 50 per cent more on lemons than 
on oranges. Why? The people of Cali- 
fornia know that the price which was 
to be paid, for this legisjation was the 
election of the candidates of a certain 


political party. 


By the help of this high tariff rate, 
perhaps the most unjustifiable of any, |

gives to the lemon growers, they are 
able to force the whole people of “the 
country to pay an enormous price for 
lemons or go without them. Yet the 
lemon*is one of’ the most important of 
all the fruits which are used in the 
United States. Beyond its use as a 
basis for very desirable and agreeable 
food and’ drink, it has an important 
place’in other ways, including the arts. 
Very large numbers of them are used 
in philanthropic institutions, especially 
in warm weather. Cheap citrus fruits 
would be a great blessing to all the 
people. The climate and soil of south- 
ern California are. more especially 
adapted to the raising of lemons than 
any known part of the world.

27 GIVE OVER MILLION 


PROVIDENCE, R. I.—Providence tax- 
payers put $4,659,689 into the city treas- 
ury this year. This is over a quarter 
of a million more than they paid last 


year. Returns made by the board of tex | 
assessors show these figures. 

Every class of taxable property shows. 
a markec increase over the figures of 
1912, when the revenue totalled $4,394.,- 
497.19. This year's increase in revenue 
totals $265,192.27. 

The total property valuation of the 
city, including real estate, improvements 
and tangible and intangible personal, 
amounts to $334,720,740, an increase of 
more than $21,000,000 over 1912. 

The greatest increase is in intangible 
personal property, where the amount as- | 
sessed this year was $69,056,220, a gain | 
of $7,371,700 over the 1912 figures of | 
$6) 684,520. The increase in the amount | 
of tangible personal property amounted | 
to $5,223,520, the figures of 1913 being | 
$57 409,420, against $52,185,900 last year. | 
The tax this year on intangible peMona! | 
amounts to $276,224.88, against the ma’ 
last year of $246,738.08, while the tax v. 
tangible personal jumps to $947,255.43 
from $861,067.35. 

Am increase of $4,822,080 ie made in the 
value of improvements, bringing the fig- 
ures to $112,220,020 this year against

is that written by Johannes Bogaert, a | 
clerk who accompanied Governor Stuy- | 
vesant’s fleet, to Hans Boutemantel, a} 
director of the West India Company. | 

So far as the events of the. reduction | 
of New Sweden are concerned they agree. | 
But Risingh’s backWard look is not sup- | 
ported by the contemporaneous docu- 
ments brought to light within recent| 
years, which show clearly that every 
protest had been made and every warn-| 
ing given by the Dutch who had dis-| 
covered and preoccupied the South river 
country and consistently claimed it for 
the Dutch republic. Only when Risingh 
inaugurated his governorship by captur- 
ing Ft. Casimir before he had even 
landed in his colony, did the Datch pre- 
pare for a warlike campaign. ‘ 


Account Well Written

Aives of American History,” edited by

arrange to cooperate with the public 


librarian for the observance of a special 
dav. to be called “Book Day,” or “Libra- 
ry Dav,” which may be observed once or 


several times during the year by appro- 


priate exercises in the schools. 

Apropos of this special day, New York 
libraries say: Sayings of great men re- 
garding books could be memorized and 
recited; the part that particular books 
have had in great lives or in great his- 
toric movements could be illustrated 
and emphasized; stories introducing the 
great classics for children could. be told: 
or efforts could be directed toward prac- 
tical means for enlarging or improving 
the school library. In larger 
places where there is a public library 
the work of inaugurating such a custom 
in the school and providing the proper 
exercises for its celebration may well be 
undertaken by the head or staff of that 
library. In many cities this already has 
been done with the happiest results, and 
the way from the school library to the 
public library thus has. been made 
straight, easy and attractive. The 
school library at best can serve but a 
temporary purpose. It will accomplish 


little in most cases unless it leads direct | 


to the public library. And the head of 
any public library can do nothing more 
effective in making his institution “an 
integral part of public education” than 
by watching for and utilizing every such 
opportunity for introducing and estab- 
lishing in the children of the schools the 
public library habit.

WASHINGTON—Six million acres of 


withdrawn public lands were restored to 


‘entry during the months of May and 
June upon approval by the secretary of 
the interior of the recommendations of 
the United States geological survey. 
This action was the result of examina- 
tion and classification of the lands by the 
survey, those restored either having been 


found not to be valuable for power sites, 


reservoirs, coal, phosphate, or potash de- 
posits, or having been definitely valued

The money available was 
quite insufficient for the purpose of 
finding out the best men or giving them

visibly rose. 

From this contention, the logical query is: “Can nations form 
a group or community among themselves within which a habit of 
looking to common ideals may grow up sufficiently strong to develop 
a general will, and to make the binding power of these ideals a 
reliable sanction for their obligations to each other?’ Lord Haldane 
sces nothing in the real nature of nationaiity or national patriotism 
‘o make such a bond of internationalism impossible, though he admits 
that the consummation of the ideal is not likely to be in the near 
future. Still, taking the long view, he is optimistic. 

Signs of consideration of other nations’ points of view, evén by 
lations of the most aggressive type, are not wanting. Statesmen 
«f the most intense nationalism find that their policies have to be 
weighed in the balances of a world opinion; and to be found want- 
ing is not a matter of indifference. To be sure, treaties are still 
broken with impunity and “concerts” are scarcely formed before 
they disintegrate. But the men who thus defy the ethical standards 
of the time face a volume of immediate publicity and condemna- 
tion which only the few, and they great egoists, are, as time goes 
on, likely to court.

It is entirely unnecessary to name or to locate the village 
referred to, for the incident might have occurred in any one of a 
thousand communities.

We are speaking, 
of course, of married people in particular, 
but there are millions of people in general 
who are more or less affected by clutter. 
Those who have kept house for any consid- 
erable length of time, without selling out and 
going to board occasionally; without giving a lot of their things to 
the children; without taking a determined stand in the premises 
and inviting the neighbors to come in and help themselves, are 
almost invariably subject to cluttered conditions. Especially is this 
the case in a large and interesting family where the tastes of the 
various members differ. If the parents have started it by cluttering 
the house with various articles of no earthly use to anybody, it is 
but natural that the children, as they reach the cluttering age, shall 
Keep the custom up. 

Men are just as much disposed toward the cluttering habit as 
women, but not one in 10,000 will admit it. The average man 
is forever bringing things home. By this we mean things that 
nobody ‘else in tle house has the slightest interest in. They may 
take the form of books, of pamphlets, of pictures, of bric-a-brac of 
various kinds, of fishing apparatus, of golf sticks, of group-photo- 
graphs or of friendly souvenirs from business associates, and he 
insists that they shall-all be kept in view. Usually they crowd other 
clutter which the average woman has spent a great part of her lite 
in collecting, ard which is found. on all the mantelpieces, on all the 
stands, on all the tables-and on all the walls of all the rooms of the 
house. Then as the children grow up they bring things home that 
are dear to each one of them respectively, and these, too, must be 
kept in view. |
